Dr. Hodges came to this con- 
clusion following an experiment 
which he began in 1948. Using 
four-fifths of an acre of sandy 
iland as an experimental plot, 
Dr. Hodges planted Pangola 
and Coastal Bermuda grasses 
in the spring of 1948. Summer 
rains in 1949 made possible a 
bumper crop of Pangola, which 
was used for cattle grazing as |} 
growth permitted. 

In the fall of 1949 the agrono- 
mist broke up the Pangola sod 
with a 26-inch bog disk, fol- 
lowed by two cuttings, a month | 
apart, with a 24-inch tandem 
disk. During January of this 
year he planted cucumbers on 
the experimental plot.

Prices remained high and 
steady at the Glades Livestock 
Market sale last Friday when a 
transfer of 322 cattle, 74 calves 
and 12 hogs returned $43,808 to 
producers.

CELERY PICKLES ARE 
NEW DEVELOPMENT BY 
EXPERIMENT STATION 


Possibilities of celery pickles, 
prepared from fresh and brined 
products of Florida’s 16 million 
dollar celery deal, are receiv- 
ing considerable attention at 
the Florida Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station’s vegetable pro- 
ducts laboratory, according to 
Horticulturist R. A. Dennison 
and Chemist H. M. Reed. 

Celery stalks, obtained just 
after the pre-cooling operation, 
are cut into one-inch lengths

trations of around 20 percent 
is easily accomplished by run- 
ning water. Dry salt seems to 
be a most convenient method 
of inducing and holding the 
brine content. 

Blanching four minutes with 
steam or two and a half minutes 
with boiling water gave the 
best texture ratings in prepar- 
ing pickles directly from the 
fresh product. The celery is 
cooled immediately after the 
blanching and is then packed in 
glass jars and covered with 
hot pickling syrup. 

Pickling sirups considered 
most desirable are in the fol- 
lowing ratio: 5 one-half pounds |

sugar, one gallon vinegar (5 
percent acidity), 8 ounces salt 
(none added if 3 percent salt 
remains on debrining), and 3 
ounces of pickling spice. Spices 
are tied in cheesecloth bags, 
placed in the vinegar and heat- 
ed to just below boiling for 20 
minutes. Sugar and salt are 
added when the spice bags are 
removed. 

The celery should be left in 
the pickling solution for about 
three weeks before it is used.

NO CLOSED DAYS SET 
FOR HUNTING SEASON 


Florida hunters will enjoy a 
new deal in hunting seasons 
thìs year under regulations 
adopted by the State Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission 
July 6. There will be no closed 
days during the hunting sea- 
son which will run from Nov. 
25 to Jan. 5 for deer, turkey, 
bear and panther, 
while quail will be open every 
day from Nov. 25 to Feb. 5 
Hen turkeys as well as gob- 
blers will be hunted this year, 
while bear and panther join the 
list of protected game animals 
for the first time. Buck deer 
must have only one or more 
visible antlers instead of the 
“one or more antlers not less 
than five inches long” in effect 
last year. Use of .22 calibre 
rim-fire rifles for deer hunting 
is prohibited. 

Complete regulations run as 
follows: 

DEER—Buck deer open from 
Nov. 25 to Jan. 5. Bag limit of 
one a day and two a season. 
Bucks must have one or more 
visible antlers. 

TURKEY—Hen and gobblers 
both open from Nov. 25 to Jan. 
j 5. Bag limit of two а day and 
} three a season (a reduction of 
season bag of one). 

SQUIRREL—Gray and fox 
open from Nov. 25 to Jan. 5. 
Bag limits of 12 cat squirrels 
a day and three fox squirrels a 
day unchanged. 

QUAIL—Open Nov. 25 to 
Feb. 5. Bag limit of 10 a day 
unchanged. 

BEAR AND PANTHER — 
Now protected game animals, 
Open only from Nov. 25 to 
Jan; 5 (during deer season). 
However, special permits will 
be issued by the commission for 
shooting bear and panther 
which are destructive to live- 
stdck and bee hives out of sea- 
son. 

MEAT STORAGE — Because 
of numerous freezer lockers 
now in Florida, the rule forbid- 
ding storage of game for more 
than 60 days after close of 
hunting season was abolished. 
However, the ruling still applies 
tor-migratory birds which аге 
under Federal control. 

CLOSURES—First District: 
Deer remain closed in Hardee, 
Sarasota and Manatee Counties. 
Turkeys remain closed in Har- 
dee, Hernando, Sarasota and 
Mgnatee Counties, Second Dis- 
trict: Deer and turkeys remain 
clĝsed in Gilchrist, Alachua,

Not Following Law 


Failure to require an employ- 
ment certificate for a 17 year 
old boy cost one Florida em- 
ployer over $1,200 according to 
report on Child Labor activities 
by the Florida Industrial Com- 
mission. 

Although covered by work- 
men’s compensation insurance, 
which paid medical, hospital, 
and loss of wages for the loss 
of a thumb, a sawmill company 
was also responsible for the 
same amount paid by the insur- 
ance company because it did 
not have a work permit on file 
for this youth at the time of 
the accident. 

The Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Law provides that’ when 
illegally employed minors are 
injured benefits аге doubled, 
with the employer and not the 
insurance carrier responsible 
for the additional payment. 

The Commission reports that 
205 or over half the 408 young 
persons who were injured on 
the job in the last six months 
did not have work permits, 

Total costs of injuries during 
this period ran into almost $18,- 


| 000. Employers of those minors 


working illegally paid out over 
$2,000 in double compensation. 

The wholesale and retail 
trade industry report the great- 
est number of injured minors in 
the last six months with 152 
cases. Others were agriculture, 
82; construction, 59; manufac- 
turing, 51; services, 47; public 
utilities, 11; and government, 6. 

Ninety-nine persons under 18 
employed as laborers on con- 
struction jobs were injured, and 
youths hurt while working as 
clerks in wholesale and retail 
establishments totaled 36. Third 
highest total were general help- 
ers in all industries which re- 
corded 32 casualtie: 

Cuts, lacerations, and punc- 
tures were the most common of 
the injuries. There were also a 
number of bruises, abrasions, 
sprains, and strains, 


New On-Farm Training Ruling

A replica of the famous 
old bell has been made up for 
each state and territory and 
will tour the state throughout 
the drive. The replicas are ex- 
actly as the old bell was be- 
fore it was cracked. 
„And so the Independence 
Drive brings to mind the wealth 
of history behind the cracked 
relic in Philadelphia. The orig- 
inal Liberty Bell was ordered 
200 years ago by the Philadel- 
phia assembly and installed in 
June 1753, atop the new State 
House of the Quaker City, In- 
scribed on the bell is this Bi- 
blical verse: Proclaim liberty 
through all the land and to all 
the inhabitants thereof. It 
achieved immortality at noon 
on July 8, 1776, by pealing out 
the birth of a new nation, after 
a public reading of the four-day 
otd Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 

The famous crack appeared 
in 1835 while the bell was tolled 
to mourn the death of Chief 
Justice Marshall. For nearly 11 
years afterward the bell hung 
silent and neglected.

Duty Rates On Cuban “And 
Moxican Vegetables Raised 


The denunication of the trade 
agreement with Mexico, an- 
nounced recently by the U. S. 
Department of State as becom- 
ing effective December. 31, 1950, 
will cause higher duty rates on 
imports of fresh vegetables 
from Mexico and Cuba, accord- 
ing to Luther L. Chandler and 
Dixon Pearce, respectively 
chairman and vice-chairman of 
the Florida Fruit and Vegetable 
Association. 

“It is pointed out by Chandler 
and Pearce that the termination 
of the Mexican agreement, 
while anticipated by the grow- 
er group, will not in their opin- 
ion be a sound answer to the 
complicated problem of vege- 
table competition with Cuba 
and Mexico. Chandler pointed 
out that the rates now effective 
on Cuban and Mexican vege- 
table imports were a product 
of the War Emergencies Act, 
which reduced the duty on 
Mexican tomatoes from 3 cents 
to 1.5 cents per pound, auto- 
matically lowering the tariff 
on Cuba's products to 1.2 cents. 
while some doubt still exists 
as to the ultimate effect of the 
cancellation, he said that the 
rates after December 31 will 
probably be 2.1 cents for Mex- 
ican imports, and for Cuba 1.8 
cents per pound from November 
15 to March 1, and 2.4 cents for 
the period from March 1 to No- 
vember 14.

“The theme for the week, 
‘Learn and Obey Farm Safety 
Rules,’ suggests individual re- 
sponsibility for learning and ob- 
serving good rules for the safe- 
ty. of one’s self and others,” says 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles Brannan. The Secre- 
tary adds, “In addition to the 
dollar cost of farm accidents 
and fires, the cost in human 
misery is incalculable.” 

Representing the equivalent 
of an annual tax of $35 per year 
to every farm resident through- 
out the country, most of these 
farm accidents can be prevent- 
ed. The goal of the National 
Safety Council for 1950 is to re- 
duce the farm accident rate by 
10 percent. This alone would 
save 1,750 lives, prevent 150,- 
000 disabling accidents and save 
$100,000,000. 

To help prevent this unneces- 
sary loss, the National Safety 
Council advises farm families 
to learn and practice farm safe- 
ty rules, make their farms and 
homes safer by resolving to do 
things the right way, and make 
farm safety a family affair ev- 
ery day of the year.
